He said five bench-press 
stations will be set up for the com- 
petition. 

The Bench Press Contest is the 
first in a series of three power- 
lifting competitions. A dead lift 
competition will follow; it will take 
place on Nov. 7, and the squat com- 
petition will take place on Dec. 5. 

Spectators are free to come and 
go as they please during the two- 
hour competition for the Bench 
Press Contest from 4 p.m. till 6 
p.m. The Dead Lift Contest will 
run from | p.m. to 3 p.m. on, and 
the Squat Contest from 11 a.m. to

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need to be better informed about how 
to take care of our world and serve our 
communities,” Burton said.

“Fruits of War” in screening Room B

Friday’s speaker, Daryl 
Atkinson, was convicted in 
1996 and incarcerated for 40 
months for a “first-time, non- 
violent drug crime,” accord- 
ing to the event’s program. 

Atkinson said that after he 
was released, he completed 
college and law school. He 
said he is now a self-ascribed 
advocate for providing a sec- 
ond chance to people former- 
ly incarcerated. 

“We are not just the sum 
total of our contact with-the 
criminal justice system,” 
Atkinson said, meaning that 
those who were formerly in- 
carcerated should be viewed 
as people and not just former 
criminals. 

Atkinson urged the im- 
portance of abolishing, 
rather than amending, the 
current justice system based 
on the harshness and often 
racial biases. He also said a 
new and fair system needs 
to be used instead. He com- 
pared this approach to that of 
segregation. 

“We did not improve seg- 
regation; we abolished it 
completely, and that is what 
needs to be done with the 
current criminal justice sys- 
tem,” Atkinson said. 

Attendees were surprised 
Friday by an unscheduled 
brief Q-and-A with “The 
Cooler Bandits” director 
John Lucas and one of the 
men formerly incarcerated 
and documented in the film, 
Richard “Poochie” Roder- 
ick. Lucas said he has known 
Roderick since 1985, so he 
considered this project to 
be making a film about his 
friends. 

“Our jails are not full of 
innocent people. There are 
many guilty people in there, 
doing their time and paying 
their dues,” Lucas said. “You 
don’t see many films about 
that though... I wanted to 
make a movie to show the 
people.” 

Several attendees sought 
Roderick after the event to 
thank and congratulate him 


and seek advice about avoid- _ 


ing getting stuck in the sys- 
tem. 

Roderick said his motiva- 
tion to stay out of the system 
started “the minute they 
slapped the cuffs” on him. 

Roderick said he knew he 
was doing criminal acts that 
weren’t a part of the person 
he wanted to be. He said 
he took his incarceration 
as a timeout to turn his life 
around. i 

At Friday’s screening, 
Long Beach native and legal 
consultant Michelle Ramos 
said that the film festival 
is a great platform to raise 
awareness about these kinds 
of issues. 

“Society needs to be more 
educated about what hap- 
pens. to the people within 
the social justice system, 
and hopefully this festival 
helps,” Ramos said.

Long Beach Transit proposes 
10 new electric buses 


If approved, the 
buses would run by 
places such as the 
Queen Mary and 
Pine Street.

The Long Beach Transit plans to put 
electric buses in the community by the 
year 2016 — the cost is roughly $1 mil- 
lion including the charge stations — an 
LBT official said. 

LBT received a grant from the Fed- 
eral Transit Administration to purchase 
10 electric buses, and additional fund- 
ing from the Port of Long Beach, LBT’s 
public information officer, Kevin Lee. 

The battery-powered electric buses 
would replace diesel-powered buses, ac- 
cording to Lee; he said he wants to make 


an impact on the Long Beach commu- 
nity. : 

“TElectric buses are] a game changer,” 
Lee said. “We are really excited about 
possibly having battery-electric buses.” 

Lee said on Tuesday that LBT released 
a proposal to manufacturing companies. 

Responses from the manufactur- 
ing companies regarding whether LBT 
meets the requirements for the electric 


buses are due back by Nov. 26. Lee said — 


if everything goes as planned, a contract 
will be written and finalized 180 days 
from the proposal’s due date. 

The new buses would be equipped 
to carry 40 to 50 people, and would be 
free to the public, Lee said. He said: he 
is aware that the process of building the 
buses will take some time. 

One obstacle LBT faces is an effort to 
reduce carbon emissions and the prohib- 
itive cost of battery-powered engines, 
which is nearly three times as much as a 
single standard diesel bus, according to 
an article in the Dominion Post. 

Lee said the new technology’s process 
of production would take longer than the 


compressed natural gas buses. | 

“We intend to operate all or the ma- 
jority of the battery-electric buses along 
the passport route in downtown Long 
Beach,” Lee said. 

The passport route is a route through 


which the majority of the buses oper- ~ 


ate in downtown Long Beach. Accord- 
ing to the Press Telegram, the buses 
would make stops at the Queen Mary, 
the Aquarium of the Pacific, the Long 
Beach Convention and Entertainment 
Center; they would also drive through 
Pine Street. : 

Twenty-one-year-old Cal State Long 
Beach kinesiology major Dylan Robin- 
son said he wouldn’t mind the electric 
buses. 

“T think battery-powered buses are 
good,” Robinson said. “As long it doesn’t 
affect the reliability of the bus schedule, 
I think [battery-powered buses] would 
be fine.” 

LBT serves 28.2 million customers in 
Long Beach, Lakewood, Signal Hill and 
parts of surrounding areas, according to 
the Press Telegram.

IPhone users say 

the new iPhone 6’s 
aluminum frame can 
bend even under low 
pressure. 


By BERNARDO TORRES 
Contributing Writer 


pple Inc. advertised the 

new feature iPhone 6 

and iPhone 6 Plus as 

ultra thin; critics say 

the mobile devices are 
so thin and light that they bend. 

As early as two days after the 
phones’ release date, several iPhone 
6 and iPhone 6 Plus users took to 
macrumors.com, a website dedicated 
to Apple news, to complain about a 
design failure that supposedly can 
cause the iPhones to bend. Some of the 
users said the devices were noticeably 

bent after having them in their back 

pockets for less than 12 hours. 

“IT was actually going to buy the 
iPhone 6 when J got paid, but now I’m 
worried about it bending since I keep 
[it] in my pockets when I’m not using 
it,’ senior Spanish major Jocelyn Paez 
said. “It’s kind of pointless for [Apple 

Inc.] to make the iPhone more resistible 
to breaking when it’s bendable.” 

Apple users have posted pictures 
of. their bent iPhones to Twitter, 
using #BendGate. Just like users on 
macrumors.com, Twitter users have 
also claimed that their phones bent 
after having the devices in their 

pockets for several hours. 

Funny memes did not take long to 
surface across social media outlets, 
such as Twitter and Instagram; one 
popular meme showed an image of 
a “bent iPhone 6 repair kit’ which 
includes a dough roller, duct tape and 

an iron. 

One user on macrumors.com said, 

“Tf you love your skinny jeans, you 

will hate the very flexible iPhone.” 

Another meme claims that the new 

iPhone has a feature called “iF lex,” 

which allows the phone to bend. 
Reporters on  cnet.com, a 

technology-centered news 

outlet, claimed the problem -is 

the “anodized’”— coated with a 

protective film by chemical or 

electrolytic means — aluminum 
frame. Although the special 
aluminum makes the phone more 
durable, the aluminum is a soft 
metal than can be bent with low 
pressure, according to CNET. 

Sophomore biology major Joe 
McLaughlin said he still hopes to 
buy the new iPhone soon. 

“J just hope they take 
responsibility and replace my 
phone if it happens. to bend,” 
McLaughlin said. 

Apple Inc. said that the iPhone 
6 and iPhone 6 Plus were put 
through “rigorous tests throughout 

the entire development cycle 
including three-point bending, 
pressure-point cycling, sit, torsion 
and user studies,’ Trudy Muller, 

an Apple spokeswoman, said in a 

statement to the New York Times 

on Friday. 
The publication also stated that 

Apple said only nine customers 

have visited stores with bent 

iPhone issues. Apple said it is 
extremely rare for the iPhones to 
bend with normal use, according 

to the New York Tiines. 
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Attorney General Eric Holder is resigning, good riddance 


n Thursday, United States 

Attorney General Eric 

H. Holder, Jr. announced 

his resignation from his 
position as the top law enforcement 
official in the country. His official de- 
parture from the Department of Jus- 
tice (DOJ) will leave behind a mixed 
legacy with respect to some of the 
country’s most divisive legal issues, a 


legacy filled with some successes, but - 


also some inexcusable failures. 

Should we, as young, educated 
Americans, be happy about Holder’s 
resignation? The answer is yes, we 
absolutely should be. 

Holder is the first black individual 
to hold the position of United States 
Attorney General. His career was met 
with some success when he focused 
his efforts on issues such as same-sex 
marriage, voting rights and the crimi- 
nal justice system. 

His biggest victory in office was 
when he publicly stated that the De- 
fense of Marriage Act was unconsti- 
tutional; furthermore, he, on behalf 
of the Justice Department, refused to 
enforce it or defend it in court during 
the landmark case in 2013 of United 
States v. Windsor. 

Additionally, Holder vehemently 
defended the Voting Rights Act and 
went on the offensive against some of 
the peskier states after the Supreme 
Court declared a key provision of the 
act unconstitutional. Since the ruling 
in Shelby County v. Holder (2013), he 
has sued Texas and North Carolina 
for new legislation on the state level

tic violence charges while Adrian 
Peterson sits at home, deactivated by 
the Vikings for his indictments of 
child abuse? Why is Solo captain of 
the national team and receiving praise 
for her 73rd career shutout when Ray 
Rice committed the same crime and 
was suspended indefinitely from the 
National Football League? 

Here’s why: individuals like Ray 
Rice satisfy the stereotypical strong 
male attacker/weak female victim 
pairing that allows us to leave out 
nontraditional victims of domestic 
violence, such as female abusers and 
heterosexual men, from the national 
discussion. 

The reason Solo is still on the 
field is because there’s some notion 


that the DOJ claims disproportionally 
disenfranchises minority and elderly 
voters. He championed voting rights 
by pressuring states to be lenient 
with ID-checks 
during elec- 
tions, which 
dramatically 
assisted indigent 
individuals. 

Also, Holder 
issued a ground- 
breaking memo- 
randum telling 
prosecutors to 
reduce the quan- 
tity of drugs 
that they report, so as not to trigger 
mandatory minimum sentencing for 
nonviolent, low-level drug offenders 
in order to mitigate the institutional- 
ized racial discrimination that goes 
hand-in-hand with the War on Drugs. 
Although this directive did not retro- 
actively free victims of our overzeal- 
ous drug policies, it was certainly a 
step in the right direction. 

With these actions, it is evident 
that Holder’s six-year term would be 
worthy of some applause, if it weren’t 
for his other colossal failures. Below 
are the top four actions by Holder that 
will forever taint his political career. 

Firstly, in 2012, Holder was held 
in contempt by a bipartisan vote in 
the House of Representatives for his 
refusal to testify in a notorious case 
called “Fast and Furious.” It was dis- 
covered that the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explosives

(ATF), which is under Holder’s 
responsibility, was involved in selling 
weapons to Mexican drug-smugglers 
involved in cartels; however, the ATF 
lost track of the weapons, and some 
were later found at the crime scene 
of a murdered Border Patrol agent 

in Arizona. The U.S. Department of 
Justice and Holder have consistently 
provided conflicting statements about 
this operation. 

Secondly, Holder released a memo- 
randum instructing federal prosecu- 
tors to not focus their prosecuto- 
rial resources on medical marijuana 
clinics in compliance with state laws. 
He told Congress in June of 2012 that, 
“We limit our enforcement efforts to 
those individuals and organizations 
that are acting out of conformity with 
state laws.” 

However, the hypocrisy of Holder’s 
statements is made apparent by the 
staggering amount of marijuana 


dispensaries that faced criminal sanc- 
tions during Holder’s tenure. Cali- 
fornia National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws reported 
that, “the DOJ has 
targeted many fa- 
cilities that were 
in full compliance 
with local laws 
and. regulations.” 

Since Holder 
has been in of- 
fice, the DOJ has 
charged over 335 
defendants with 
federal crimes 
associated with 
medical marijuana, even though their 
respective states authorized the use 
of marijuana for medical purposes. 
The Obama administration averages 
36 federal prosecution cases per 
year against fully compliant medical 
marijuana dispensaries and users, 
as opposed to President George W. 
Bush’s mere 20. This staggering 
increase in prosecutions amounts to a 
total waste of $500 million, accord- 
ing to Yesterday Americans for Safe 
Access. 

His record for failing to prosecute 
some of the most egregious culprits of 
the 2008 mortgage crisis is particu- 
larly troubling; instead of faithfully 
executing the laws and prosecuting 
higher ups in banking institutions 
such as Bank of America, he adopted 
the following policy: not only are 
certain banks too big to fail, they are 
too big to jail. He told Congress that 


the sheer size of certain banking insti- 
tutions “has an inhibiting influence... 

on our ability to bring resolutions that 
I think would be more appropriate.” 

The last, and perhaps most disturb- 
ing, is Holder’s vital role in personally 
approving the secret monitoring of 
various journalists such as Associ- 
ated Press and Fox News reporter 
James Rosen. Despite his passionate 
defense of mass data collection by the 
NSA, Holder reversed his stance after 
public outrage continued to mount. In 
response to Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee Chairman Patrick Leahy’s (D-Vt.) 
bill to curtail the bulk collections of 
phone records, he responded with a 
letter earlier this month that stated 
that reform would “provide the public 
greater confidence in our programs 
and the checks and balances in the 
system.” 

However, this change of heart 
merely illustrates how hypocritical 
and situational his statements and eth- 
ics have been throughout his tenure. 

Only time will tell if Holder’s 
legacy will transcend and be seen as a 
positive one. Perhaps, the future will 
be blind to Holder’s lies and hypo- 
critical leadership. As of right now, 

a new Attorney General cannot come 
soon enough. 

Good riddance to Eric Holder.

Coming of age, through 
words then film 


On Wednesday, the Goethe-In- 
stitut Los Angeles teamed up with 
the University Art Museum, the 
Cal State University’s Department 
of Film and Electronic Art and 
the German Club to host a feature 
presentation of the German tragic 
comedy “Boxhagener Platz.” 

“Boxhagener Platz” is a film 
adaptation directed by Matti Ge- 
schonneck and written by Torsten 
Schulz, original author of the nov- 
el published in 2004. 

The film takes 
place during a 
state of unrest in 
1968 East Berlin. 
Student riots and 
the sexual revolu- 
tion are raging in 
the west, Soviet 
tanks are mobi- 
lizing north in 
Prague and bad blood curdles be- 
tween divided citizens and their 
post-war aftermath of mixed feel- 
ings. Wednesday’s movie night 
was one of several events that 
the Goethe-Institut sponsored at 
CSULB in honor of the 25th an- 
niversary of the fall of the Berlin 
Wall. 

Distinguished —_ photojournal- 
ist Barbara Klemm’s “Light and 
Dark” gallery debuted on Sept. 6, 
capturing historic iconic imagery 
of the formerly divided nation, 
and it will continue to be on dis- 
play in the UAM until the end of 
the semester. 

Schulz attended the event, fin- 
ishing the night off with an open 


floor for questions. 

The Daily 49er caught up with 
him before the screening to ask a 
few questions of our own: 


Q. When there’s so much going 
on in this time period, why cen- 
ter the plot on grandma Otti and 
12-year-old Holger? 

Torsten Schulz: The main char- 
acter from the film and the novel 
“Boxhagener Platz,” Holger, is in 
a way an alter ego of myself. There

are many themes and pieces of my 
autobiography incorporated: into 
the story. My grandmother played 
a large role in my childhood and 
in my life, which was typical for 
many at that time. In my gen- 
eration, older generations played 
an important role in the family. 
During the time of the [German 
Democratic Republic], parents 
would be away at work, leaving a 
great amount of the responsibility 
for the upbringing of the youth to 
grandparents. 


Q. What was your favorite part 
of making the film “Boxhagener?” 
TS: I had previously written the 
novel, but then needed to write the 


screenplay. It was very difficult to 
begin because, in writing the nov- 
el, the material was too familiar 
to me. I knew I had to find a new 
approach. This is why choosing 
the director [Matti Geschonneck] 
was very important. We had many 
discussions over what tonality the 
film should present. Also, the cast- 
ing process was very interesting to 
me. 


Q. Did you have challenges 
with the film-ad- 
aptation process? 
TS: The film 
had a lot to do 
with my _ child- 
hood. I had to find 
a way to tell the 
story that would 
translate whether 
it be to audiences 
here in the USA, in South Africa, 
or in Moscow and so on. It espe- 
cially had to be understood by 
those who did not grow up under 
the [German Democratic Repub- 
lic]. Another difficulty was in cre- 
ating something from my child- 
hood having to avoid elements of 
a documentary. I had lived this 
story; I knew it better than anyone 
else, so I used my reality in ser- 
vice of fiction. , 


Q. As a screenwriter, what are 
you working on now? 

TS: I am working on a new 
novel. It is also a story from my 
adolescence set in Berlin.

he air-conditioned Academic 

Services building provided 

cool respite to the eclectic 

group of students and faculty 
who gathered at 5 p.m. on Wednesday 
to hear the well-known German poet 
and translator, Gerhard Falkner, recite 
and discuss some of his work. He be- 
gan the reading with the words “T’ll try 
to make it as unacademic as possible,” 
quite a proposition coming from a 
63-year-old Bavarian who has collected 
a substantial number of literary prizes 
in his lifetime. 

Before the reading began, I sat on a 
bench in front of the library with Ger- 
hard Falkner for a short interview in 
which he discussed his experiences, 
opinions and perceptions about po- 
etry’s reception and future, his own 
work and the state of the humanities 
in today’s college culture. “Contem- 
plation is shrinking like LA with the 
water.” he stated in a humorous tone as 
he discussed the change of communica- 
tion through social media. In systems 
like Facebook “there is a tightening of 
language, contrasting poetry,” he said. 
“People are in permanent standby posi- 
tions.” 

When asked about how his work has 
changed through the development of 
history, he explained that good poetry 
reflects political and communicational 
changes, even if it does not explicitly 
name those things. His work has re- 
flected our modern development both 
in the striking content of his works, as 
well as the medium in which his poetry 
is presented; Falkner has worked with 
visual, video and sound artists to com- 
bine his work with elements of film, as 
seen in “Der Letzte Tag der Republik” 
(The Last Day of the Republic). 

The last question Falkner responded 
to was about the focus in universities on 
practical majors and the declining em- 
phasis on the humanities. “It’s a disas- 
ter,” he said immediately. He tempered 
his response by explaining that while 
practical studies are indispensable, it 
is the humanities that carry everything. 

Shortly after the interview, the class- 
room full of students and faculty heard 
readings of “Stadtplann,” “Ignatia,” 
“Ach, der Tisch,” and other poems from 
Falkner. Select poems were recited in 
English by German Studies student 
Chelsea Powell. Those in attendance 
watched the Pergamon Poems, a se- 
ries of film clips paired with Falkner’s 
words, a combination that embodies the 
essence of the Hellenistic Pergamon 
Altar. Another poetry-film crossover 
was screened as well: “Der Letzte Tag 
der Republik,” which covers the topic 
of the tearing down of the old East 
German Palace of the Republic. Be- 
tween the readings and films, Falkner 
discussed his work and took questions 
from students and teachers. After the 
readings, students who stayed took 
part in a Translation Workshop, which 
functioned more as an open discussion 
with Falkner. The poet gave discern- 
ing answers. “Knowledge does not help 
you write poetry; you have to have an 
authentic ‘Blick’ (view) of something.”

The second annual Long Beach Folk 
Revival Festival took place under blue 
skies on Saturday at Rainbow Lagoon 
Park in Downtown Long Beach. 

Families, friends and fans stomped 
their feet to over 25 local and national 
folk roots bands that performed on four 
stages. 

Each stage had a different vibe: the 
Wee Folk Stage was geared toward 
children; the Millworks stage and the 
Bose Acoustic Stage both centered 
on acoustic acts; Suavecita, the main 
stage, brought the biggest acts of the 
night. 

Hip, vintage threads and locally 
crafted knick-knacks were sold at the 
fest. Long Beach’s Hawleywood’s Bar- 
bershop invited guests to be groomed 
with old school flattops and slicked- 
back hairdos. 

People grooved to bluegrass sessions, 
while musicians hopped in and out of 
the open jam circles. Funky mustaches 
and luscious beards were everywhere; 
multiple contests were held to deter- 
mine the best natural facial hair and the 
best styled facial hair. 

Food truck delicacies like Sweet 
Lou’s BBQ’s pulled pork were sold, and 


local craft beers like Stone and Ballast 
Point were on tap in the beer garden. 

Tons of people surrounded the main 
stage just after midday to watch 12 hun- 
gry contestants gorge in the 2nd an- 
nual Polly’s Pies pie-eating contest. The 
winner and two-time reigning cham- 
pion was Jax Cole from Long Beach; she 
received an award deeming her one free 
Polly’s pie a month for an entire year. 

“The secret is going all in right from 
the start,” Cole said. “I smash, my face 
into the top crust of the pie and...J am 
sorry, but I am sworn to secrecy to tell 
you anything beyond that.” 

Cole didn’t go to the Folk Fest just to 
stuff her face into raspberry pies. 

“T enjoy seeing folk bands,” said Cole, 
“Tm here with my two kids, and we love 
playing all of the unique folk instru- 
ments at the symphony booth.” 

Los Angeles-based band Tommy 
Santee Clause played on the Millworks 
stage around mid afternoon. Tommy, 
lead singer and guitarist, said he and his 
wife Donna Suppipat started the band 
about ten years ago. Their harmonious 
choruses reflect gospel influence. 

Cal State Long Beach senior com- 
munication major Cheyenne Clark and 
senior anthropology major Tess Lust- 
baum were in the crowd, and both said 
they were unfamiliar with the band. 

“I was so soothed during every one of 
Tommy’s songs,” Lustbaum said. “The 
whole crowd looked hypnotized like 
they were in a trance.” 

“They're almost similar to Of Mon- 
sters and Men, or The Lumineers,” said 
Clark. “This band sounds like they’re 
going to be on the radio next week.” 


Tommy Santee Clause sound comes 
from “organic instruments,” Tommy 
said. 

“Everyone in the band plays an 
acoustic instrument,” Tommy said. 
“When we get together in one of our liv- 
ing rooms and jam, everything sounds 
organic, and that’s the focus of our mu- 
sic.” 

Fiddles, violins, mandolins, harps 
and many more instruments created 
this raw, original sound in each bands’ 


performances. : 

The Americans, a four-man band 
from L.A., rocked the main stage to kick 
off the evening. This tougher-sounding 
rock ‘n’ roll band stood out amongst the 
softer Americana folk artists. 

Drummer Tim Car explained the 
band’s genre and why they fit at the fes- 
tival. 

“We play rock ‘n’ roll music,” Car 
said. “But a few of our songs are rooted 
in old folk; they are taken from fiddle

tunes, and our lead guitarist has writ- 
ten and rearranged [the music] in an 
electric way. Our music is influenced by 
folk music and early country blues, like 
Charlie Patton and Bo Diddley.”

A video of the Queen Mary’s history 
féatured June Allen, a British war bride 
who said in the video that she loves the 
Queen Mary because it has souls of liv- 
ing beings and it has always been a part 
of her life. 

John Jenkins, the general manager of 
the Queen Mary from Long Beach, said 
the Queen Mary is one of a kind. 

“Tt is a unique venue and place to

A winning weekend 


The 49ers opened Big West Conference week- 
end with wins against rivals UC Irvine and Cal 
State Fullerton

The Long Beach State women’s volleyball team defeated both Black and Blue rival 
UC Irvine and Orange County rival Cal State Fullerton during the Big West Confer- 
ence opening weekend on Friday and Saturday. 

The 49ers (12-4, 2-0 Big West) finished UCI in four close sets (25-21, 22-25, 26-24 
and 25-21) and breezed through OC rivals CSUF in straight sets (25-14, 25-15 and 
25-15). 

LBSU started the first set against UCI (11-6, 0-2) by trading points until two at- 
tack errors and a service ace gave the Anteaters a three-point lead. The set was tied at 
18-18 right before the Beach took a 6-0 run. The 49ers never looked back - taking the 
first set 25-21. 

Both teams went back and forth again during the second set and tied 11 times, with 
the last tied score at 23-23. UCI’s Marisa Bubica closed the set with two kills, giving 
her team the 25-23 win behind a .295 hitting percentage, and tied the match at 1-1. 

The third set was a game of runs, as LBSU’s 3-0 run gave it the lead at 17-15. Both 
teams traded points until an Anteater attack error gave the 49ers their largest lead of 
the set at 24-20. The Anteaters went on a 4-0 run sending the set into extra points. A 
Bre Mackie kill gave the Beach the lead and another UCI attack error gave the Beach 
the set at 26-24. 

One of LBSU setter Jenelle Hudson’s seven kills found the floor to start a 4-0 run 
that gave the 49ers a lead they would never lose in the fourth set, winning 25-21. 

Mackie led the Beach with 15 kills and five blocks; Alex Reid followed with a 
double-double with 11 kills and 16 digs, and Ashley Murray with nine kills and four 
blocks. Hudson also finished with a double-double of 40 assists and 14 digs. Tyler 
Jackson led the night with 24 digs. 

UCTI’s Cassidy Pickrell led the match with 21 kills while Allison Lee followed 
with 17. 

The 49ers held CSUF (6-8, 0-2) to 15 points or less and a .174 hitting percentage 
in the 49ers sweep. 

LBSU trailed just twice in the whole match, both 0-1 at the start of the second and 
third set after the Titans struck first. 

The Beach’s Chisom Okpala put on a near perfect performance as she led the 
match with 10 kills out of 11 attempts, giving her a .909 hitting percentage. Ashley 
Murray had six kills and led the Beach with four blocks. Sophie Bukovec had five 
kills and two solo blocks. 

The 49ers showed dominant offense and defense, leading with a .346 hitting per- 
centage and 14 blocks, and limiting the Titans to just five blocks. 

LBSU is hitting almost 2.4 blocks per set, which ranks third in the Big West Con- 
ference behind Cal State Northridge (2.90/set) and Hawai’l (2.49/set). The 49ers are 
also ranked second in kills with 14.18 per set and hitting percentage of .228 per set. 

The Beach will take on CSUN (11-3, 2-0) this Saturday at 7 p.m. in the Walter 
Pyramid.

LBSU loses on home field

In the last 19 minutes of the game 
against Santa Clara at George Allen 
Field on Sunday, the Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team conceded a goal 
to complete a 2-1 defeat - LBSU’s first 
home loss this season. 

The 49ers (4-4-3) applied pressure 
to Santa Clara’s ball handlers, but they 
started to look tired in the second half. 

“We just had a lack of focus,” head 
coach Mauricio Ingrassia said. “We put 
it on them in the first half, they put it 
on us in the second half. The wind was 
a factor today. It was close, but we just 


had to make a few better plays.” 

LBSU freshman forward Ashley 
Gonzales continued to add accomplish- 
ments to her debut season. She scored 
her team-leading fifth goal in the 32nd 
minute, beating two Broncos defenders: 

Neither team was able to get an of- 
fensive rhythm in the second half until 
the 71st minute when the Broncos’ se- 
nior forward Sophia Huerta beat a pair 
of LBSU defenders to score the equal- 
izer. 

With the game in the final minutes, 
the Broncos (6-4-0) began applying 
more offensive pressure, and the 49ers 
didn’t respond. In the 90th minute, 
Santa Clara freshman forward Brit- 
tany Ambrose beat 49ers’ goalkeeper 
Ashton McKeown for the game win- 
ner. 

The 49ers were without sophomore 
defender Mimi Akaogi, who was in- 
jured and wore a boot on her foot. But 
Ingrassia didn’t use that as an excuse 
for why they lost. 

“The players that played did a good 
job,” Ingrassia said. “Obviously, it helps 
to have [Akaogi], but we should’ve won 


the game.” 

Two other 49ers went down during 
the game: sophomore forwards Mimi 
Rangel and Celeste Dominguez. Rangel 
obtained an arm injury that caused her 
to stay down for several moments. 

“Tt’s hurting,” Rangel said. “I went, 
and she pushed me. And when I fell, I 
landed on my arm and it got extended 
somehow.” 

Ingrassia said there was no update on 
Dominguez, who was icing her ankle 
after the game. 

The wind played a major factor in 
the game, Ingrassia admitted. He said it 
prevented the 49ers from doing some of 
the stuff they like to do on offense, and 
they just couldn’t adjust in time. 

“The ball wasn’t going the way it 
should’ve been,” Rangel said. “It was 
floating in the air a lot of the time. They 
were beating us in the air. We had our 
chances as well; we just couldn’t put it 
in the back of the net.” 

The Beach-will begin conference 
play at home against Cal Poly on Friday 
at 6 p.m., and will face UC Santa Bar- 
bara on Sunday at 6 p.m.

A9ers tame LMU lions

The Long Beach State club hockey 
team defeated Loyola Marymount’s 
club team 5-3 during a “College Series” 
game hosted by the Los Angeles Kings 
at Staples Center on Thursday night. 

The 49ers and the Lions took the ice 
right after the Los Angeles Kings de- 
feated the Anaheim Ducks 4-3. 

“I knew it was going to be cool, but 
I didn’t think it would be that cool,” 
LBSU goalkeeper Corey Jones said. “Just 
thinking [about] skating on the same ice 
as the pros...it’s pretty incredible.” 

LMU scored the first goal when for- 


ward Kyle Martins gained possession 
in his zone and passed it to forward 
Ethan Fink. Fink shot the puck toward 
the front of the net for his teammate 
Parker Costin to hit in between the legs 
of Jones, putting LMU up 1-0. 

Early in the second period, LBSU 
forward Kris Rogers was checked by 
Fink, which freed the puck. Costin sped 
the puck undefended through the neu- 
tral zone to the net and beat Jones on 
the glove side to give the Lions a 2- 0 
lead. 

Shortly after, Lions’ forward John 
Yoder received a two-minute penalty 
for checking a 49er from behind, which 
put LBSU on a power play. 

With 8:14 left in the second period, 
LBSU forward Sam Graham scored 
with an assist by defensemen Blake Ri- 
vera and Taylor Abramson, putting the 
49ers on the scoreboard at 2-1. 

LBSU forward Ian Hoang tied the 
game at 4:33 in the second period with 
an assist by forwards Zac Zomaya and 
Graham. 


The Beach struck again when LBSU 
forward Elan Dunaev beat Lions goal- 
keeper Jake Blazier on his right side to 
give the 49ers their first lead at 3-2 with 
43 seconds left of the second period. 

With 10:44 left in the third and last 
period, Costin’s shot bounced off of 
Jones’s glove. Fink shot the rebound 
into the high right side of the net to tie 
the score 3-3. 

With 2:58 left of the game, Hoang 
scored with an assist by Graham to put 
LBSU back up 4-3. 

LMU pulled its goalkeeper out and 
put a sixth man on the ice in an attempt 
to even up the score with 34 seconds left 
in the game. 

Hoang got a breakaway from LMU’s 
zone and scored on the empty net, set- 
ting the final score at 5-3. 

“We need to bring a high tempo into 
these games,” Abramson said. “I think 
what we did here tonight really set mie 
tempo for this weekend.” 

The 49ers will play their first game on 
the road against Fullerton on Saturday.
